GENEVA, May 15. — The Re- 
public of Guatemaia resigned from 
the League of Nations today. J. A. 
C.. Avenol, secretary-general of the 
League, received a cablegram from 
the Central American nation notify- 
ing him of the action. The cable- 
gram did not explain the reason for 
withdrawal. 

The cablegram read: “I have the 
honor to inform you Guatemala ha;s 
decided to withdraw from thr 
League of Nations. We are sending 
the notification by airmail.” It was 
signed by Jose Gonzalez Campo, 
Minister of Finance, substituting 
for the Foreign Minister, who was

League officials said they saw in 
the resignation the influence of 
Premier Mussolini of Italy and an 
indication that he had _ brought 
“commercial” pressure to bear on 
Guatemala. They said Guatemala 
sold a large amount of coffee to 
Italy and that Guatemala’s export 
trade was greatly benefited by 
Italian patronage. 3

League among other Latin-Ameri- 
can countries as a result of resent- 
ment against the League’s imposi- 
tion of sanctions. The League has 
never heard whether Guatemala 
was applying sanctions against 
Italy. 

Guatemala had not participated 
to any great extent in League 
activities recently. In her resigna- 
tion, the republic follows in the 
footsteps of Japan and Germany. 

Guatemala was one of the signa- 
tories of the League covenant at 
the time of its inception at the end 
of the World War. In September, 
1931, because of financial reasons, 
Guatemala resigned her seat in the 
Council of the League. Under the 
covenant, two years must elapse 
after a resignation is tendered be- 
fore the withdrawal from the League 
becomes effective. 

League officials said the republic 
owed 140,000 Swiss francs ($45,000) 
back dues. Her annual dues are 
30,000 francs ($9600). 

Under the rules of the League, a 
nation cannot withdraw until its 
dues are paid. Until this payment 
is met, a nation remains a member

The suit, for $50,000 damages, 
was filed three years ago by Wilse 
Pryor of Bismarck, Mo., who for 
31 years was employed as a driller 
in a lead mine near Fiat River. 
He testified that he had been cuom- 
pelled to quit work, because of 
health, in January, 1933, a few 
weeks before the mine shut down. 
It has not been worked since. 

Pryor testified that he suffered 
chest pains, and shortness of breath, 
as early as 1931, and that the con- 
dition became progressively worse 
until he had to quit “because the 
dust was getting me.” 

X-ray photographs of Pryov’s 
chest were shown to the jury and 
explained by Dr. Simon A. Levey, 
and Dr. G. Y. Briggs, who testi- 
fied they indicated an advanced 
stage of silicosis. The symptoms of 
silicosis, Dr. Briggs said, appeared 
on the X-ray plates, “as a snow 
storm falling through his chest.” 
Shown X-rays taken several years 
ago, Dr. Briggs and Dr. Levey said 
that comparison cf these and 
plates taken recently indicated 
that the disease had become worse. 

Dust at Times “Like Fog.” 

Harry Perry of Flat River, a for- 
mer employe of the mine, testified 
that Pryor did not use the “wet 
drill” attachment provided by the 
company, and about 75 per cent of 


the drilling in the mine was done. 


“dry.” Blasting and rock slides al- 
so caused dust in the mine, he said, 
and at times the dust was “like a 
feg,” making it hard to see. 

Because the wet drilling appara- 
tus was not used generally, Perry 
testified, the water supply lines 
often were not laid as far as the 
air lines which activated the pneu- 
matic drills.

JERUSALEM, May “15.—Police, 
firing into a crowd of Arabs out- 
side a Jaffa mosque, were reported 
by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
today to have killed two and 
wounded 14. The police fired when 
10,000 Arabs started a demonstra- 
tion on leaving mcsques. At least 
25 others were hurt in demonstra- 
tions. 

Shots, which the agency said 
were fired by Arabs, wounded an 
American Jewish colonist, Aaron 
Davidson, at the colony of Raanana, 
north of Tel Aviv. 

A Jewish home for the aged was 
bombed in Jerusalem, but no one 
was injured. Arabs in Haifa fired 
15 carloads of properiy belonging 
to newly-arrived German Jews. 

Fourteen were hurt at Acre by 
bombs. 

Jews remaining in the old city of 
Jerusalem, following the evacuation 
of more than 1200 of ‘their col- 
leagues, were reported facing a 
food shortage. The Agudah Israel 
Extreme Orthodox Society sent 
three lorries of food into the sec- 
tion, which was in a state of vir- 
tual siege. oy 

Army tanks stood in the cobbled 
streets of the Arab city of Jaffa to- 
day and steel-helmeted police pa- 
trols were strengthened as Arabs 
formally opened an anti-Jewish 
campaign of civil disobedience, re- 
fusing to pay taxes. 

Both Jewish and Arab Govern- 
ment employes in Jaffa were or- 
dered not to report for work as 
the Arabs’ deadline on an ultima- 
tum demanding a stoppage of Jew- 
ish immigration and sale of land 
to Jews expired with the demands 
unmet.

Defendants in O'Malley's suit are 
William T. Nardin, Eugene D.

Charges in Petition. 

O'Malley's petition, filed by James

“Reckless Disregard.” 


O'Malley's suit alleges that at the 
time of the transaction, the Mis- 
souri State Life Co, was owing the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion more than $5,000,000, and that 
the directors, in permitting the 
deal, acted “negligently, carelessly 
and in reckless disregard of their 
office.” It is set forth that Nar- 
din, Nimms, Watts, Pierce, Felss 
and Davis voted for approval of 
the Executive Committee's action;

At the time, the petition states,

It 
was authoritatively stated that 
Japan communicated this intention 
to Great Britain and other inter- 
ested powers, including the United 
States, yesterday. 

The Japanese stated they were 
reinforcing their garrisons in China 
because of the increase in Commu- 
nism, increased anti-Japanese prop- 
aganda and the increased number 
of Japanese Nationals in the area. 
The Japanese Government em- 
phasized that the reinforcements 
were not designed as a measure 
against Chinese sovereignty or 
againet the interests of other for- 
eigners in the area but solely to 
maintain order and peace. 


China Protests Against Troops, Cus- 
toms Interference. 
By the Associated Press, 
NANKING, May 15.—The Chinese 
Foreign Office was reported by Chi- 


nese sources tonight to have ordered 
a protest to Tokio against the in- 
crease of Japanese troops in North 
China. These sources said the Chi- 
nese Embassy in Tokio had been 
instructed to make the protest “with 
a view toward stopping the in- 
crease.” 

China, in a formal protest to To- 
kio against widespread smuggling 
in North China, tonight demanded 
immediate cessation of Japanese in- 
terference with the Chinese cus- 
toms service. 

China’s smuggling protest was 
the second one. It accused the 
Japanese and North China authori- 
ties with open connivance in giving 
Japanese smuggling goods into the 
country extra-territorial protection. 
A great decrease in China's reve- 
nues has resulted from the large- 
scale smuggling operations. China's 
first protest, officials here said, 
was ignored by Tokio. 

The protest stated Japanese in- 
terference has virtually deprived 
Hopei Province of all customs. The

He said 147 firms which showed 
a loss on statutory net income but 
received dividends in excess of $1,- 
000,000 would pay $125,000,000 into 
the Treasury under the House bill, 
whereas actually they paid no taxes 
under existing law. 

A separate classification for pub- 
lic utilities, with dividends received 
or net income of more than $1,000,- 
000 disclosed the 192 firms would 
have their taxes slashed from $71,- 
000,000 to $60,000,000, 


Byrd’s Analysis of Bill 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
who has criticised the House bill on 
the ground it would permit large 
corporations to lower their tax pay- 
ments or eliminate them entirely, 
told reporters the treasury figure 
showing a net increase of $153,000,- 
000 from the 776 million dollar cor- 
porations included $149,000,000 from 
corporations that received dividends 
and presumably would not distrib- 
ute dividends. That $149,000,000, 
Byrd said, would not.be additional 
revenue for the government because 
the dividends presumably were 
taxed at the source. 

Asked whether he thought the bil! 
would produce the revenue expected 
of it, the Virginian replied: ‘'Cer- 
tainly not.” 

Harrison said the committee also 
had received from the Treasury sta- 
tistics showing that certain large 
shareholders in specific big corpo- 
rations would pay tremendously in- 
creased taxes under the new bill. 


Wants False or Real Teeth. 

The section of existing law into 
which Harrison said he would like 
to put “false teeth or some real 
teeth” provides for surtaxes on cor- 
porations used as a medium of ac- 
cumulating profits for sharehol- 
ers without payment of taxes in 
the surtax income brackets. The 
surtax on such corporations would 
be 25 per cent of adjusted net in- 
come up to $100,000, plus 35 per 
cent of income in excess of $100,000. 

Harrison offered to the Senate 
committee a compromise which 
Treasury experts estimated would 
raise $626,000,000. It would impose 
a flat tax of 15 per cent on all cor- 
porations. If more than 30 per cent 
of profits were undistributed they 
would be taxed from 30 to 45 per 
cent. Companies with total income 
of less than $20,000 would be ex- 
empt on the first $1000 retained. 

Proposal of Eccles. 

Harrison also .laid before’ the 
committee a plan proposed by Mar- 
riner S, Eccles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, to levy a 
flat 15 per cent but permitting all 
corporations to retain up to §$15,- 
000 without further taxes, If they 
withheld more than that they would 
be subject to stiff surtaxes rang- 
ing from 40 to 60 per cent. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
offered a similar plan which would 
raise $500,000,000 with surtaxes from 
10 to 20 per cent, or about $600,000,- 

with surtaxes from 20 to 40 per 
cent. 

Another variation of this proposal 
came from Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, who proposed the same 
flat tax with a surtax of 4 per cent 
on all withheld income, This would 
raise only $252,000,000. 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, want- 
ed to increase individual income 
and flat corporation rates to pro- 
duce about $800,000,000, His plan 
would include lowering persona! 
income tax exemptions and increas- 
ing the normal rate from 4 to 5 
per cent. 

Harrison frankly conceded after 
a three-hour discussion of the pro- 
posais yesterday that a majority of 
the committee was opposed to the 
House plan.

After Mussolini told the Chamber 
that Italy’s annexation of Ethiopia 
was. “irrevocable,” Count Ciano 
closed the session with the declara- 
tion: “Italy measures itself on the 
labor front,” He expressed hope 
that “none will disturb our civic 
redemptionist work,” 

Officials clamped down on all 
speculation concerning Italy’s fu- 
ture status in the League of Na- 
tions after withdrawing its delega- 
tion from Geneva in protest against 
the Council's recognition of the 
Ethiopian delegate and continuance 
of sanctions.

Mussolini Says Italy Will Defend 
Its Gain by Force, 
By the Associated Presa, 

PARIS, May 15.—Premier Musso- 
lini, in an interview printed in the 
newspaper Le Matin, declares Italy 
is ready to throw its full force 
against “any one attempting to 
grasp from us the fruits of victory 
won with so many sacrifices.” 

Mussolini, adding to his warning 
of last September that military 
sanctions against Italy would mean 
a European war, asserted this now 
holds good for an increase in ex- 
isting economic sanctions. | 

The Italian people, he is quoted 
as saying, are satisfied with their 
victory in Ethiopia and desire only 
peace, but are ready to defend their 
conquest “with all courage and all 
force.” 

Mussolini adds: 

“We realize there was enormous 
criticism of the methods we used 


LONDON NAVAL TREATY GETS 
SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVAL 


Robinson Immediately Announces 
It Will Be Taken Up 
Monday. 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 15. — The 


Foreign Relations Committee today 


voted to report favorably to the 
Senate floor the London naval 
treaty. Senator Robinson, the Dem- 
ocratic leader, announced at once 
that it would be taken up Monday 
in the Senate, 

The treaty provides limitations on 
the size of vessels, but none on the 
number of ships that might be built. 
It would provide, however, for an 
exchange of information among the 
signatories of information on pro- 
jected building plans, 

The treaty would go into effect 
next Jan. 1, or as soon thereafter as 
ratified by the treaty powers, and 
continue until 1943. It provided that 
in 1941 Great Britain should initiate 
negotiations for another treaty to 
take up again the question of fur- 
ther limitations which could not be 
agreed on at the London meeting 
last winter from which Japan with- 
drew because of failure to win con- 
sent for parity with Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The treaty signatories are three— 
the United States, Great Britain and 
France, 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION BILL 
SENT TO THE WHITE HOUSE 


Senate Completes Action by Ac- 
cepting Conference Report on 
$410,000,000 Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 15.--The 
Senate accepted the conference re- 
port on the Norris $410,000,000 ru- 
ral electrification bill today and 
sent it to President Roosevelt. 


The measure would authorize a 
10-year program of loans to farm 
groups and private companies to 
aid in providing rural areas with 
electricity. It stipulates that pref- 
erence is to be given by the Rural 
Electrification Administration to 
non-profit organizations as againat 
private concerns, 

The preposal authorizes the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
to make a loan of $50,000,000 for 
the, first year. There would be an- 
nual $40,000,000 appropriations 
thereafter.

“In moments like these,” Hanf- 
staengl told his guests, “our 


thoughts go back to the year 999, 
when Ericsson, descendant of a 
Celtic Icelandic family, became the 
first white man to set foot on 
North American soi].

It was charged that Italy had 
iaken over from the mission board 
15 acres of land at Rome, paying 
only $82,000, or one-third of the as- 
‘ serted value, and had not permitted 
the church to transfer the money 
out of Italy or to reinvest it in 
Italian land without permission of 
the Government. 

Rumania, it was alleged, had sub- 
jected missionaries to repeated in- 
sults and indignities; prohibited the 
church from holding property as a 
nonprofit organization, and levied 
excessive and confiscatory taxes on 
Baptist property. In addition, it 
was charged that one missionary 
had been detained in a “vile dun- 
geon” 48 hours, then ordered to 
leave the town, although he had a 
wermit from the Government to 
P preach.

Upshaw on Communism. 

Later Upshaw offered a resolu- 
tion “warning all God-fearing, pa- 
triotic American citizens against 
the insidious encroachments of athe- 
istic Communism in this country,” 
and launched into a 10-minute ti- 
rade on the subject which he cli- 
maxed by stamping his foot, as the 
speakers’ stand shook under his 
pounding. President Sampey re- 
marked smilingly that it sounded 
more like a speech than a resolu- 
tion and that the Committee on 
Resolutions would have to “edit’’ it. 

The subjects and gist of the res- 
olutions passed by acclamation 
were: 

Liquor: The return of prohibi- 
tion and repeal of the Twenty-first 
Amendment, “which was placed in 
the Constitution by a fraudulent 
and vicious propaganda and by a 
vote of a small fraction of the 
American elecorate,’ was demand- 
ed. The “present policy of both the 
national and nearly all the State 
governments of not only licensing 
the sale of liquor but actually and 
actively sponsoring and seeking to 
promote its sale and consumption” 
was “deplored and condemned as 
utterly inexcusable and wicked.” 

“We particularly condemn,” the 
resolution said, “the lax and bun- 
gling laws that have been enacted 
ostensibly to control liquor, but 
actually to provide for its manu- 
facture, distribution, sale and con- 
sumption almost without control, 
regulation or restriction.” 

Immediate Goal. 

It declared the goal of the con- 
vention “until we can secure the 
return of prohibition” is to “remove 
the sale of beer and all other in- 
toxicants from filling stations, drug 
stores and restaurants,” so that 
“the badge of respectability now 
sought to be placed upon liquor may 
be impossible and it may be brand- 
ed as it deserves as the chief source 
of vice, crime, poverty and degra- 
dation.” 

Liquor advertising campaigns in 
the press were condemned and leg- 
islation prohibiting advertising of 
liquor over the radio was advocated. 
“We do not believe,” the resolution 
declared, “that the newspapers have 
any moral right to receive blood 
money from the liquor traffic for 
their advertising columns, which of 
necessity must influence more or 
less their editorial opinions.” 

The Sabbath: “Wide use of the 
radio for advertising and for flip- 
pant jazz on the Lord’s day” was 
“especially deplored.” “We would 
favor,” the resolution said, “legis- 
lation to prevent all Sunday adver- 
'tising over the radio and all cheap 
'vaudeville programs on Sunday.” 

Drunken driving: “Status pro- 
'viding for revocation of the license 
of an intoxicated driver until he 
“completely reforms and gives up 
‘the drinking habit,” were advo- 
‘cated. 

Lynchings: “We shall not be sat- 
|isfied until lynchings shall cease 
/and mob violence shall be com- 
pletely banished,” a resolution said. 
It urged that pastors “preach from 
time to time upon the sanctity of 
human life and civil rights so that 
a wholesome respect for law and 
order may be created and main- 
tained,” and that Baptists demand 
protection by officers of lives and 
rights of all accused or condemned 
persons in their charge. 

On Religious Freedom. 

Religious freedom: A resolution 
adopted last year that “religion 
must be kept free from all en- 
tangling alliances with government 
and government must not assume 
patronage, sponsorship or control 
over religion in any form,” was 
again passed. Southern Baptist 
pastors were urged not to borrow 
money or accept appropriations 
from national or state govern- 
ments. 

Armaments: The delegates looked 
“with disfavor upon the enormous 
military and naval establishment 
now being built up,” as “in the na- 
ture of a challenge to other coun- 
tries and contributing to the war 
spirit and to the huge and unneces- 
sary tax burden on the shoulders of 
the people.” Their resolution de- 
clared they hated war “as the most 
inexcusable and insane policy that 
could be pursued by the nations of

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WILLMIORE REALTY 
FIRM RESISTS TAX 
GLAM OF $17,576 


Head of Concern Testifies 
in Appeal of Assessment 
on Four of Organization’s 
Promotions. 


Cyrus Crane Willmore was a wit- 
ness today before the United States 
Board of Tax Appeals to resist a 
deficiency assessment amounting to 
$17,676.35 made by the Internal Rev- 
enue Department against four real 
estate promotions of the Willmore 
Organizations, Inc. 

The Government is seeking to col- 
lect the taxes on the ground that 
the subdivision promotions are, un- 
der the iaw, corporations. The as- 
eessments, for the year 1932, were 
as tollows: St. Louis Hills Syndi- 
cate, $5058.66; Kingshighway Hills 
Syndicate, $2606.49: Wellston Hills 
Syndicate, $9806.26. and Webster 


Contention of Willmore. 

In each instance a partnership 
income-tax return was made to the 
Government, listing the distribution 
of profits from the syndicates. 
Willmore explained the pooling of 
property to form the subdivisions, 
the setting up of the trust agree- 
ments and his system of operation. 
He asserted that the promotions 
are syndicate trusts, under which 
profits are distributed to individual 
beneficiaries of the trust and that 
the Government has _ income-tax 
claims against the individuals prof- 
iting. 

Willmore and his auditor testified 
that subscriptions to the syndicates 
aggregated $1,200,000, divided as 
follows: St. Louis Hills, $750,000; 
Kingshighway Hills, $250,000; Web- 
ster Hills, $100,000; Wellston Hills, 
$100,000. Out of this amount the 
Willmore Organizations, Inc., sub- 
scribed $853,000, they added. Will- 
more explained that he held all the 
stock of this corporation, except 
one share issued in the name of 
John Higginbotham, his sales man- 
ager, which he kept in his own safe 
deposit box. 

Willmore’s Counsel Testifies. 

Theodore Rassieur, Willmore’s 
counsel, testified that he drew up 
the agreements for the syndicates, 
in the nature of loan agreements 
comprising the method of raising 
capital. Payments to subscribers 
were in the character of interest, 
he explained, and the distribution 
of the four syndicates to subscrib- 
ers in 1932 was $80,042.50. It has 
been shown by records that Ras- 
sieur subscribed about $120,000. 

The tax on corporations is high- 
er than on individuals and spread- 
ing of the income of the syndicates 
among individuals would tend to 
avoid surtaxes. 

The Board of Tax Appeals took 
under submission yesteraay con- 
tested income tax assessments 
based on a $355,000 dividend paid 
by the St. Louis Frog & Switch 
Co. in 1933 and on sales of stock 
of the Mayfair Investment Co. by 
Charles Heiss, head of the Mayfair 
and Lennox hotels. The claim in 
the frog and switch company case 
was for $38,264 taxes, against two 
living stockholders and five estates, 
and that against Heiss was for 
$3231 taxes for 1932-33.

INQUIRY IN DEATH OF PUBLIC 
ADMINISTRATOR'S EMPLOYE 


Report on Robert Cochran Fails to 
: Show He Was Killed in 
Fall From Bed. 

A police investigation was ordered 
by Coroner Frank Furlong today 
in the death of Robert Cochran, 62 
years old, an investigator for the 
Public Administrator, who was 
found unconscious in his hotel room 
Wednesday and died at City Hospi- 
tal yesterday of skull injuries. 

Cochran was found lying beside 
his bed at the Marion Roe Hotel, 
508 Pine street, and it was believed 
he had struck his head in falling 
out of bed. An autopsy performed 
at the morgue today showed two 
frontal fractures of the skull and 
one at the base of the skull. The 
autopsy physician reported that 
there were multiple contusions of 
the head and that Cochran’s upper 
lip had been pierced by one of his 
teeth. The report expressed’ the 
opinion it would have been impos- 
sible for all of the injuries to have 
suffered in a fall out of bed. 


FILES $100,000 SUIT FOR 
ALIENATION OF AFFECTIONS

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 15.— 
Disbarment proceedings were insti- 
tuted in the Springfield Court of 
Appeals today against Richard F. 
Spitzer, formerly of Poplar Bluff, 
and Garry H. Yount of Van Buren. 

The suits, filed by the Bar Com- 
mittees for each of the two judi- 
cial districts, charged the attorneys 
with professional misconduct and 
misdemeanors, 

Spitzer, the Bar Committee for 
the Thirty-third Judicial District 
charged, retained $497 paid to him 
for a woman client in»1933 and 
early in that same year retained 
$50 paid to him for a farm tractor 
which had already been sold _ to 
someone else. 

The instance in which Spitzer was 
charged with retaining $497 arose 
from his employment by May Wal- 
then of Poplar Bluff for the pur- 
pose of foreclosing a second mort- 
gage. She gave him $1100 to pro- 
tect herself against foreclosure of 
a first mortgage, the petition al- 
leged, and subsequently that money 
was refunded by a bank in the 
form of a draft made payable to 
Spitzer’s client. 

The petition alleged that Spitzer 
cashed the draft, gave $500 of the 
money to his client, kept $100 as 
his agreed fee, and also retained 
$497 which was owed to his client. 

In its petition, the Bar Commit- 
tee related that Spitzer had left 
that judicial district and said the 
committee had.been unable to serve 
notice of the disbarment proceed- 
ing on him. He is said to be an 
employe of the Department of Agri- 
culture in Washington. 

Yount was charged by the Bar 
Committee for the Twentieth Judi- 
cial District with retaining $159 
and certain deeds of trust for an 
amount not stated, which were 
given to him for a client in North 
Carolina. 


The petition alleged that in Jan- 
uary, 1933, he was employed, by 
mail, to establish the right of 
Charles White of Alamance County, 
North Carolina, to an estate which 
was in the hands of the Public Ad- 
ministrator of Carter County, Mis- 
souri. 

When the estate was distributed 
the petition added, Yount, as coun- 
sel for White, received the $159 and 
kept the two deeds of trust, which 
his client had sent to him. 

Another allegation in the petition 
against Yount was that 
retained a $25 settlement he ob- 
tained for a client in a damage 
claim against the Frisco Railroad.

HEART DISEASE IN CHILDREN 
DISCUSSED BY PHYSICIAN 


Dr. H. J. Wittwer Says It Is Some- 
times Complication of 
Diphtheria. 

The occurrence of heart disease 
as a complication of diphtheria was 
discussed by Dr. H. J, Wittwer of 
the city health division in a radio 
talk yesterday. Practically 75 per 
cent of all cases of heart disease 
develop in children under 10 years 
of age, he said. 

“Bince this is also the age dur- 
ing which diphtheria is most prev- 
alent, there is no doubt that many 
of these heart cases can be directly 
attributed to the disease,” he con- 
tinued. “Fifteen out of every 1000 
children show some definite disease 
of the heart.” 

Every case of sore throat among 
children should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the family physician, 
as early diagnosis is important in 
warding off complications which 
might prove serious, he asserted. 
The belief held by many parents 
that the proper time to immunize 
their children is at school age is 
antiquated and incorrect, he said, 
pointing out that it is in the pre- 
school age that the disease is most 
prevalent, heart complications most 
common and the greatest death 
rate occurs,

T0 QUIT G. 0.P. IN 
MONOPOLY FIGHT 


Says if Party Does Not 
~ *Take Hold’ of Issue He 
Will Follow It Wherever 
He Can ‘Serve It Best.’ 


CHARGES REPUBLICAN 
LEADERS OPPOSE HIM 


Declares Losing Nomina- 
tion Won’t Embitter Him 
if a Liberal Is Conven- 


tion’s Choice. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEWARK, N. J., May 15.--Sen- 
ator William E. Borah of Idaho 
said last night that unless the Re- 


publicans select a presidential can- 
didate who will “take hold of the 
question of monopoly” he will pur- 
gue the issue outside the party. 
“No. party shibboleths are going 
to stand between me and the fight 
for 50 million people who have 
barely enough to live,” he said in 
a campaign address. 

He declared his own presidential 
aspirations meant little beside the 
“real issues.” Among these he list- 
ed rejuvenation of the party, “the 
end of monopoly and price-fixing 
by the few,” aloofness from for- 
eign entanglements and the need 
for an independent judiciary. 

Denouncing leadership which he 
said was “driving the Republican 
party to destruction,” Borah said: 

“If the Republican party will turn 
its face toward the dawn, if it will 
liberalize—name a candidate look- 
ing toward the future—and I am 
left out, there won't be a single 
sting in my soul. 

“However, if the party refuses to 
take hold of the question of monop- 
oly, I promise to follow the issue 
and no party alignment will con- 
trol me for a minute.” 

Fraudulent Prosperity. 

“Prosperity that doesn’t reach all 
is a fraud and a deception,” he 
said. “Nearly 80 per cent of every- 
thing going into your stomach and 
onto your back is controlled by a 
monopolistic regime. How can you 
reach millions and give them a 
share of the national income under 
such a system?” 

After his speech, he explained to 
questioners: 

“T only know I'll stick to the 1s- 
sues. I'll follow them where I can 
serve those issues the best and 
achieve best results.” 

He was asked whether entering 
the Democratic ranks would be a 
barrier to his course, 

“Tt will be anywhere where the 
issues take me,” he replied. “I 
can’t say it will be in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. But entering the 
Democrats ranks won't stop me. 
Nothing will stop me.” 

Borah had said in his address 
that he had “given no thought to 
a third party, movement at this 
time.” 

“They talk about me bolting,” he 
said. “Let them turn their atten- 
tion to the issues. Then there will 
be no talk of bolting. 

“Tf the ultra-conservative, reac- 
tionary Old Guard controls’ the 
Cleveland convention, seven million 
who left the party in 1932 will not 
only refuse to return, but they’ll 
taken several more with them.” 

Opposed by Party Leaders. 

He charged party leaders opposed 
him in every state because of his 
antagonism toward monopolies. 

“Why,” he asked, “are corpora- 
tions like the du Ponts so active in 
this campaign? They want to pre- 
serve the power to tax the Ameri- 
can people.” 

A half hour on a radio network 
which had been allotted to the Sen- 
ator was used entirely by Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish, his East- 
ern campaign manager, who intro- 
duced him. 

Borah explained that he did not 
want to talk over the radio because 
of “the difficulty of conveying the 
message in half an hour.” The Na-

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TOWNSEND PLAN AND CONGRESS 
MAJOR ISSUES IN OREGON 


Primary Being Held Today With 
Unopposed Presidential Slates; 
478,000 Fligible Voters, 

By the Associated Press. 

PORTLAND, Ore., May 15.—Un- 
opposed presidential siates left Con- 
gressional nominees and the Town- 
gent movement as the major issues 
in Oregon's primary election today. 
A total of 478,182 persons—271,145 
Republicans and 198,322 Democrats 
were eligible to vote. © 

Senator William E. Borah, Idaho, 
and William Benn@t, New York, 
were alone on the Republican bal- 
lot for President and Vice-President 
and President Roosevelt and Vice- 
President Garner occupied similar 
unopposed positions on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

Voters were privileged to write in 
other names, Ballots also were beigg 
cast for 10 national convention dele- 
gates from each major party. 

Those chosen will be bound to 
use their “best efforts” to obtain 


nomination of presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates given the 
majority vote but will have the 
privilege of switching to other can- 
didates at the convention if such 
efforts appear fruitless. 

The polls open at 8 a. m. and close 
at 8 p. m, 

Senator Charles L. McNary, Re- 
publican floor leader who has been 
in Washington while friends man- 
aged his drive for renomination, is 
opposed by Sam Brown, farmer and 
former State Yenator, and Theodore 
G. Nelson, Salem, former North Da- 
kota politician. Brown and Nelson 
claim Townsend support. 

Willis Mahoney, Kiamath Falls 
Mayor, and John A. Jeffrey, Port- 
land attorney, both claiming Town- 
sent votes, seek the Democratic 
nomination for the United States 
Senate.

Regional Director’s Report 
Says 12,500 Acres Will 
Be Turned Over to 150 
Families. 

TOTAL COST SET 

AT $1,499,000 

Similar Projects Proposed 
for Springfield Region 
and in Southeastern Part 
of State.

Plans for the construction of 
three rural resettlement communi- 


ties in Missouri by the Federal Re- 
settlement Administration, at a cost 
of $5,000,000, were covered in a re- 
port submitted yesterday to Robert 
K. Ryland, State director of the 
National Emergency Council, by A. 
M. Hedge of the regional resettle- 
ment office at Champaign, Il. 

The first, to be known as the 
Osage Resettlement Project, will 
be constructed near Sedalia. It 
will consist of about 12,500 acres 
and accommodate 150 families from 
Cooper, Morgan and Pettis coun- 
ties. Estimated costs of the pro- 
gram are: $525,000 for acquisition 
of the land; $18,000 for soil treat- 
ment; $841,000 for construction of 
farm buildings, facilities and road 
improvements, and $15,000 for tools 
and equipment. 

Other costs, the report stated, in- 
clude $21,112 for administrative ex- 
penses and $142,275 for loans to cli- 
ents for equipment, supplies and 
operating capital. The loans will 
be made through the rehabilitation 
division of the Resettlement, Admin- 
istration, It was reported that the 
program had been approved by the 
administrator and on April 30 2240 
acres had been optioned for pur- 
chase at $88,057. 

Second Proposed Site. 

Another proposed resettlement 
community has been suggested for 
construction near Springfield. It 
will be known as the Sac River 
Farms, and will accommodate 200 
families on 16,000 acres. Its cost 
will be about $1,200,000, 

The third proposed program con- 
templates the construction of two 
communities in Southeast Missouri, 
one to quarter 200 white families 
and one for 100 Negro families, The 
two communities will have a com- 
bined area of about 12,000 acres, 
with the proposed sites in New Ma- 
drid, Mississippi, Dexter and Pen- 
obscot Counties. The cost will be 
about $1,800,000, This program and 
the Springfield program have not 
been approved as yet. 

The report also contained infor- 
mation concerning the 2250-acre ex- 
perimental game reserve and arbo- 
retum, now under construction near 
Columbia by the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration. The reserve is de- 
signed to provide a field research 
area and a demonstration plot un- 
der the supervision of the botany 
and zoology departments of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, where students 
may be taken at regular intervals 
for field study to suplement class 
room work. 

For Wild Life Theories. 

It was pointed out that portions 
of the area would be used to dem- 
onstrate practices of game manage- 
ment, while other sections would be 
devoted to experiments dealing 
with theories of wild life conserva- 
tion. At present, the report added, 
there are no facilities in the State 
for this work. 

The report listed also the recrea- 
tional program of the administra- 
tion, including the 14,700-acre park 
at the Lake of the Ozarks, now un- 
der construction near Kaiser. An al- 
lotment of $443,526 hag been made 
for the development of this area. 

The work being done there now 
consists of removing farm struc- 
tures, fences and old roads, con- 
struction of foot and horse trails, 
dams, administration buildings and 
cabins, and the improving of 70,000 
square yards of beach front. The 
park, it was stated, is expected to 
provide adequate recreational fa- 
cilities for more than 4,000,000 per- 
sons living within three and a half 
hours of travel by automobile. 

Other work of the resettlement 
administration included land util- 
ization programs, research work 
and the formation of co-operative 
groups in the rural districts. The 
report also stated that 45,000 per- 
sons had been benefited by the 
rehabilitation program in Missouri, 
and during the nine-month period 
following July, 1935, when the re- 
habilitation program was taken 
over by the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration, 19,000 farm families had 
been given assistance.

Coffin Closed More Than 10 
Years After Death of 
. Joseph Marconnot. 


Joseph Marconnot, who lived a 
frugal and solitary existence so that 
he could afford to have his body 
mummified and placed on public 
view “forever,” appears to have 
Wasted his money. 

For the surviving relatives of 
this French recluse, whose body has 
been on view in a mausoleum in 
Mount Olive Catholic Cemetery for 
more than a decade, have decided 
that the show is over and closed 
the coffin lid. Marconnot’s body is 
still there in a reasonably good 
state of preservation, but the curi- 
ous can no longer look through the 
small glass window in the mauso- 
leum door and see the body in the 
expensive bronze coffin. 

In a way it goes against Mar- 
connot’s wishes and the written pro- 
visons of hia will. Toward the end 
of his lonely life he told one of his 
few acquaintances: “Nobody looks 
at me now, but after I’m dead I'll 
make the world come and see me.” 
In his will he directed that his 
body be on view on all Catholic 
church holidays. 

Many Visitors to Tomb. 

The world did come and see him 

for a while. _ But in recent years 


the crowds have dwindled down 
and now, since the coffin lid has 
been closed for about a year, there 
have been fewer and fewer inquir- 
ies. But the coffin lid is not locked 
and the mummified remains are 
still there. The men at the South- 
ern Undertaking Co. who embalmed 
him say the body will still be there 
100 years from now, by which time, 
they think, the vault may attract 
more visitors. 

Marconnot died of cancer, when 
he was 64 years old, on Dec. 27, 
1924. Before his death he had read 
much of the available material on 
ancient and modern methods of 
mummification and he left both 
verbal and written instructions on 
how his body was to be prepared. 

There were several influences 
which determined Marconnot’s de- 
sire to have himself mummified. 
There was the desire to create a 
stir and have “the world come to 
see him.” He was also said to 
have had a horror of decomposition. 
It was also just around the time 
when there were still newspaper sto- 
ries about the finding of King Tut- 
ankhamen’s tomb in Egypt and 
about the mummification of Nikolai 
Lenin in Russia. 

Treatment of Body. 


After Marconnot’s death all the 
organs were removed. The body 
was filled with sawdust and plaster 
of paris mixture. Then began a 
long process of dehydration, or dry- 
ing out, which continued after the 
body was already in the vault. For 
several months undertakers’ as- 
sistants would go there about once 
a week, carrying. out the dehydra- 
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| tion process.

One time they even 
changed Marconnot’s dinner jacket 
and shirt and several black bow- 
ties have been replaced. 

Mount Olive Cemetery is on 
Mount Olive road just west of Le- 
may Ferry road, in St. Louis Coun- 
ty. Marconnot’s mausoleum is a 
small, square stone building, around 
which the weeds have now been 
left to grow. Just behind it is a 
gravestone with a French inscrip- 
tion which marks the burial place 
of his mother and father. 

Coffin Was Always Open. 
Although it was Marconnot’s in- 
tention that his body be on view 
only on Catholic holidays, shortly 
after he was placed in the mauso- 
leum the undertaker left the cof- 
fin lid open all the time because he 
thought that light rather than dark- 


{ness was better for the body. 
Marconnot was descended from 
one of the early French settlers of 
Carondelet and his father owned 
21 acres of land which he later sold 
to the city for inclusion in Caron- 
delet Park. When Marconnot died 
his estate was valued at about 
$70,000, most of it in South St. Louis 
real estate. He ordered that at 
least $3000 be spent on his funeral, 
which eventually cost about $3500. 


Natural Death; No Poison Found. 

PARIS, May 15.—An autopsy’ 
disclosed today that Luigi Mayer, 
Italian valet, found dead in an 
apartment here yesterday, died of a 
heart attack and that there was 
no trace of poison as had first 
been suspected. The name of a

10 BE REORGANIZED 


New Plan for Control Ap- 
proved By Three Leading 
Associations. 


A reorganization plan to establish 
@ more direct relationship between 
the governing body of United 
Charities, Inc., and the 91 agencies 
financed through its annua] cam- 
paign for funds has been approved 
by the Community Fund, the Cath- 
olic Charities and the Jewish Fed- 
eration, it was announced yester- 
day by Charles Rice, acting presi- 
dent of United Charities. 

The new by-laws provide for a 
Board of Managers as the govern- 
ing body of United Charities, to be 
composed of about 118 members, 
one from each of the agencies, one- 
fourth of that number to be se- 
lected from the city at large and 
four or five ex-officio members, in- 
cluding the Mayor. 

The Board of Managers would 
have power to veto any acts the 
board of directors, a smaller group

of directors would consist of 21 
members, five each from the Com- 
munity Fund, Catholic Charities 
and Jewish Federation, and six 
named by the board of managers. 

The plan also provided for a new 
Budgét Committee of @ members, 
three members from each of the 
three large groups and 12 members 
at large, all members to be appoint- 
ed by the president of United Chari- 
ties. The Budget Committee would 
decide on allocation of funds to 
various agencies subject to approval 
of the board of directors. Under 
the old plan funds were apportioned 
to the three large groups and they 
made the distribution to their 
member agencies. 

In addition to financing affiliat- 
ed agencies, the new plan provid- 
ed that funds may be appropriated 
to other charitable, philanthropic 
and social agencies in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. 


The first meeting of the Board 
of Managers will be held next Mon- 
'day when a nominating committee 
will be chosen to submit names for 
members at large. When organized, 
this board will elect a president, 
two vice-presidents and six direct- 
ors-at-large.

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U.S. FLAG DESECRATORS 
ORDERED PROSECUTED 


Governor of Puerto Rico Acts 
After Nationalists Tear 
Down Banners. 


By the Associated Press 

"SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, May 15. 
-~Gov. Blanton Winship today or- 
dered all island authorities to prose- 
cute promptly all desecrations of 
the United States flag in Puerto 
Rico, The order was issued as a 
result of recent demonstrations in 
which United States flags have 
been torn down and Nationalist 
banners hoisted in their place. 

His instructions were sent by 
telegraph to all mayors, judges, 
prosecuting attorneys and police 
chiefs. 

Directing attention to the pro- 
vision in the Puerto Rican law pro- 
hibiting the desecration of the 
American flag, the Governor’s mes- 
gage stated that immediate arrest 
and prosecution would follow any 
and all violators. 

“The employment of crime and 
violence or terrorism,” said the Gov- 
ernor, “will not be tolerated. Should 
there be any person rash enough 
to disregard this warning and at- 
tempt to use methods of lawless- 
ness and intimidation, you, as 
agents of the law, are expected to 
take immediate action against such 
violators. I call on all good citizens 
to stand shoulder to shoulder with 


the constituted authorities for the 
of law and order and I 
shall employ the forces at my com- 
mand, to the limit necessary, to 
protect children, women and all 
other citizens abiding by the law.” 
Gov. Winship announced he had 
signed a bill passed by the last Leg- 
islature requiring all employes as 
well as the officials of the insular 
government to take an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the United 
States and the laws of Puerto Rico 
before assuming their duties. The 
new law, spynsored by Senator 
Reyes Delgado, a Socialist, was 
strongly opposed by Liberal party 
members of the Legislature. 
One-starred Puerto Rican flags 
were raised today over the schools 
and city hall of Ensenada on Guan- 
ica Bay, where the first United 
States troops landed on the island 
during the Spanish-American Wear.

CALLS ENDING OF WARS 


20TH CENTURY'S JOB 


Dean Gilkey at Washington U. 
Says They Can Be Abolished 
As Slavery Was. 


Dean Charles W. Gilkey of the 
University of Chicago Chapel, 
speaking at a Washington Univer- 
sity chapel assembly today, told the 
students that the twentieth century 
must overthrow war the way the 
nineteenth century overthrew hu- 
man slavery. 

He was one of several speakers 
who talked at peace meetings in 
colleges today as part of an emer- 
gency peace campaign. He will 
speak tonight at 8:15 o’clock before 
the University City Peace Council, 
at Delmar Baptist Church, 6195 
Washington avenue, 

Pointing out that it is frequent- 
ly argued that the world can never 
be rid of war because it is inherent 
in human nature, Dean Gilkey said 
that the samt argument was made 
by Plato and Edmund Burke to 
show that slavery would never be 
abolished. 

“Both they and their argument 
proved to be wrong,” Dean Gilkey 
said. “There were powertul forces 
of all kinds on both sides of the 
issue and public opinion was as 
confused as it is today on the ques- 
tion of war and peace. The need 
for intelligent and convinced indi- 
viduals and groups, made up of stu- 
dents and alumni like yourselves, 
will be as important in the great 
social issue of the twentieth cen-. 
tury—can we get rid of war before 
it destroys our civilization?—as it 
was in the overthrow of slavery in 
the nineteenth century. 

Speaking before the students of 
Eden Seminary in Webster Groves, 
Rabbi James G. Heller of Cincinna- 
ti, a World War chaplain, said that 
the same causes which caused the 
World War are operative today. 
“Without a miracle,” he said, “an- 
other catastrophe cannot be averted. 
The consequences of such a cata- 
clysm would be social chaos and the 
eclipse of culture. Religion, too, is 
in the balance and must acquire a 
new brand of courage and spiritual 
and ethical service.” 

Rabbi Heller will speak tonight 
at 8 o’clock at United Hebrew Tem- 
ple, 225 South Skinker boulevard. 
Paul Porter, Wisconsin labor editor, 
also spoke at Eden Seminary and 
will speak before the University 
City Peace Council tonight.

Anyhow, before he made the ad- 
justment, I knew how he planned 
to fight Joe Louis on the night of 
June 18. 

To Make Joe Lead. 

He plans to make Louis lead at 
him from the first bell and then 
counter with a right and, quite 
without realizing it, he told me so, 

Max Machon, another model of 
studied reticence, quickly tried to 
cover it up, but Schmeling was 
well launched into what seemed t¢ 
be a favorite topic and went on, 
unheeding. 

“Yes,” said he, almost to him- 
self, “that’s the way to beat a hit- 
ter. Canzoneri showed you that 
with McLarnin. Tunney did it the 
first time with Dempsey.” 

In other words, Schmeling, a no- 
torious counter-puncher, hopes to 
make his usual fight and prevent 
Louls from making his, which is 
to counter-punch, too. The colored 
man seems to be leading with a lot 
of punches during the course of an 
evening of violence, but what he’s 
actually doing most of the time is 
feinting his man into the error of 
starting a lead, whereat nature has 
its way.

For the purposes of the present, 
at least, it lends a legitimate air to 
the usual uncertainty that begins at 
this stage to creep into the ac- 
counts of those who follow the fight 
camps and, almost without excep- 
tion, start out with one idea and 
wind up with another. Louis’ added 
weight, now about 210 pounds, is a 
further point which may or may not 
have significance.

Corbett Was a Champion. 


ELL, Old Timer, you asked 

for this. When you inquired 
if Young Corbett (his real name 
was Billy Rothwell) ever held any 
title and whether Terry McGov- 
ern was ever lightweight cham- 
pion you let me in for a lot of 
investigation and yourself for 
something more than a yes-no 
answer. 

The fact is the answers to both 
questions, while they could be 
categorical, require qualification. 
Here, in substance, is the “low 
down,” concurred in by the Po- 
lice Gazette, probably the first 
authority in the country to as- 
semble boxing statistics: 

McGovern never held the light- 
weight title officially, although 
recognized as champion by fans 
in many centers. He knocked out 
Frank Erne, then holder of the 
title, in the third round, in 1900; 
but because of the weight it was 
agreed that Erne’s title would 
not be at stake. He also knocked 
out "oe Gans who later won the 
title from Erne by a kayo. 

Young Corbett was officially 
recognized as featherweight 
champion in November, 1901, fol- 
lowing his defeat of the title- 
holder Terry McGovern. Be- 
cause of overweight he never 
defended the honor.

No Final Authority. 


ORLD titles, 35 or 40 years 

ago, were almost as nebu- 
lous as wrestling championships 
are today. No final authority ex- 
isted and fans usually established 
their own champions. Because 
Erne and Gans both had been 
counted out in fights with Mc- 
Govern, the public in some places 
looked upon him as the real 
champion. 

When a champion passed on or 
retired without suffering defeat, 
some other boxer claimed his ti- 
tle and then fought to prove his 
right to it. 

It was inthis way that Mc- 
Govern claimed the bantamweight 
crown when Jimmy Barry retired. 
He had no more right to it offi- 
cially than other fighters. But 
he succeeded in getting a match 
with the British champion, Pedlar 
Palmer, and his victory in that 
fight established him securely on 
the throne. 

When McGovern abandoned 
the 116-pound title, Harry 
Forbes grabbed it and made good 
at it, for a while. When McGov- 
ern later abandoned the feather- 
weight title, Abe Aitell claimed it 
and hung on. 

When Joe Gans, after stopping 
Erne, refused to make the weight 
for several years, Jimmy Britt 
usurped the honor and held it 
until Bat Nelson knocked him out 
and became white champion.

Last year the all-star teams were 
selected by Cochrane and Frankie 
Frisch, the Cardinals’ manager, and 
much dissatisfaction was expressed 
in National League circles, as was 
the case during the previous year, 
when a popular vote determined 
the makeup of the rival squads. 

All votes for the all-star players 
will be gathered by the newspapers 
and turned over to a Boston sports 
writer, preferably an unemployed 
one, for tabulation. This must be 
ready for publication by June 27, 
Two days later the rival all-star 
managers will name their selec- 
tions.

BALTIMORE, May 15.—Fourteen 
three-year-olds, headed by Morton 
L. Schwartz's Bold Venture, winner 
of the Kentucky Derby, today were 
named for the forty-sixth running 
of the $25,000 Preakness over one 
and three-sixteenth miles at Pim- 
lico tomorrow. 

With the exception of the last- 
minute entry of Edward Bruner'’s 
Aneroid, a little-known colt, the 
entry list furnished no surprises. 

In addition to Bold Venture and 
Aneroid, the entries included: Wil- 
liam Woodward's Granville, Teufel 
and Snark from the Wheatley Sta- 
bie, W. M. Jeffords’ Jean Bart and 
Giant Killer, the Bomar Stables 
Grand Slam, Hal Price Headleys 
Hollyrood, Mrs. Payne Whitney’s 
Memory Book, E. R. Bradley's Bow 
and Arrow, Mrs. Silas B. Mason's 
He Did, Mrs. Marion duPont Som- 
erville’s Transporter and Mrs, M. 
W. Vaughan’s Knight Warrior. 

Not more than ten of the field, 
however, are expected to face the 
barrier at about 4 p. m. St. Louis 
time. Aneroid, entered in a six fur- 
long dash today was considered a 
complimentary entry while Giant 


Killer, Knight Warrior and Trans- 4 


porter probably will be declared out 
before the dead line, 45 minutes be- 
fore post-time. 

If all 14 should start the race 
will have a gross value of $33,850 
with the winner receiving $28,825 
net. 

In the draw for post positions, 
Memory Book drew the rail with 
Bold Venture in fifth position and 
the triple entry of Teufel, Granville 
and Snark on the outside in that 
order. 

Transporter drew No. 2 stall with 
Aneroid, Hollyrood, Bold Venture, 
He did, Bow and Arrow, Knight 
Warrior, Grand Slam, Jean Bart, 
Giant Killer, Teufel, Granville and 
Snark on the outside of him. 

With the prospects of a lightning- 
fast track, Bold Venture remained 
the pronounced favorite at 6 to 5. 
The Derby winner was out for a 
mile gallop this morning, going the 
distance under double wraps in 
1.45 2-5. The remainder confined 
their workout three-eighths and 
half-mile breezes. 

The triple entry, trained by James 
Fitzsimmons, who has saddled two 
Preakness winner, Gallant Fox and 
Omaha, ruled the second choice at 
at 4 to 1 with Bow and Arrow and 
Grand Slam considered at 7 and 8 
to 1, respectively. 

Lured by the second of the coun- 
try’s greatest three-year-old turf 
classics, the racing clans todgy 
crowded this city. 

Every train and bus brought new 
arrivals, indicating that more than 
40,000 spectators either would be 
jammed into “Old Hilltop’s” ram- 
bling stands, packed like sardines 
on the spacious lawn or standing in 
the infield when the bugle calls 
“boots and saddles” at about 4 p. m. 
(St. Louis time.) 

The big push will not get under. 
way until tomorrow morning when 
a cross section of the country’s so- 
cial and political life arrive from 
the nation’s capital and other near- 
by cities. 

Bold Venture the Hot Topic. 

Although lacking the glamour 
surrounding the Kentucky Derby, 
the Preakness was the subject of 
conversation on every corner, in 
hotel lobbies and at the track on 
the outskirts of the city, where the 
stars in the’$25,000 turf drama went 
through their final paces. 

For the most part, the discus- 
sions centered around one horse— 
Bold Venture, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Can he repeat his 
Derby triumph at one and three- 
sixteenth miles? Will he be the 
fifth horse in history to complete 
the famous “double?” Sir Barton 
did it in 1919, Gallant Fox in 1930, 
Burgoo King in 1932 and Omaha 
last year.

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OPEN TOMORROW

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 15.— 
Race champions of the nation and 
their challengers tramped hard on 
accelerators today in tune-ups for 
qualifying trials which begin. to- 
morrow for the annual 500-mile au- 
tomobile classic here May 30. 

Rex Mays, California speed boy 
who won the pole position with an 
average of 120.736 miles per hour 
last year, worried with his car, un- 
able to get it just as he desired. 

Lap after lap he drove, with re- 
peated stops for readjustments to 
carburetors, spark plugs, shock ab- 
sorbers and other gadgets. Gaso- 
line consumption presented a real 
problem. 

What was true in Mays’ case was 
true with other famous pilots, 
among them Louis Meyer, twice 
winner of the race; Red Shafer, 
who has been trying to win here 
for 12 years; Chet Gardner, Billy 
Winn and Doc MacKenzie. 

William (Shorty) Cantlon, De- 
troit veteran, whirled his flashy 
mount around the two and one-half 
mile course at 118 miles per hour 
with the motor apparently in race 
shape. Gasoline tests were his 
greatest concern. 

The 25-mile qualifying trials must 
be run this year on 2.5 gallons of 
gasoline. The race itself must be 
completed on 37.5 gallons, a reduc- 
tion of five gallons from the 1935 
allowance. 

Some drivers believe the limited 
amount of fuel will keep speed 
down in the qualifying trials. Oth- 
ers are confident it will not. 

Babe Stapp, Los Angeles veteran 
and the first driver at the track 
this year, is not worried, for he 
knows what his front-drive mount 
will do. He ran his gasoline tests 
weeks ago and expects to be among 
the first to qualify. 

The Babe believes there is a good 
chance the track records for one 
lap, 10 miles and 25 miles will be 
broken during the trials. 

The greatest speed ever attained 
for one lap—124.018 miles per hour 
—was made eight years ago by 
Leon Duray, now retired. He also 
set the 10-mile mark—122.391 miles 
per hour—in the same car. Mays 
holds the official record for 25 
miles with his 120.736 average a 
year ago. a

Always neatly dressed, quiet, ab- 
stemious, and accounted a man 
whose word is his bond, Jimmy 
Bronson enjoys high repute in box- 
ing circles throughout the land. 
Just now he is interested in the 
management of the new lightweight 
sensation, Pedro Montanez. 


Muscles Are in Tune. 


Bronson is of that rapidly dis- 
appearing type of old-time man- 
ager, who makes a keen study of 
his business, who is always seen at 
the. fight clubs, and around the 
gymnasiums, inspecting the new 
fighters of the day, and never per- 
mitting himself to get old-timey. 
When he first saw Louis work out 
in a gymnasium, Bronson pro- 
nounced him a great fighter. 

“When I say that the secret of 
his punching power is rhythm, I 
mean just that,” Bronson says. “I 
mean that all his muscles, and his 
faculties are in perfect tune. He 
is like a perfectly adjusted orches- 
tra, if you'll permit me to go a 
little far afield for a comparison. 

“He has an amazing sense of tim- 
ing, like a musician. He never hits 
a false note. I’ve seen many good 
punchers who couldn’t make their 
punches effective because they 
lacked the sense of rhythm, of tim- 
ing. Joe’s got it.” 

“What about Tunney?” we asked. 

Jimmy Bronson was Gene’s chief 
second in his two fights with Jack 
Dempsey for the heavyweight 
championship. 

“Well,” Jimmy said, “Tunney was 
an extremely smart boxer, but he 
didn’t have Louis’ sense of rhythm, 
Gene applied a fine intelligence to 
the boxing game, and learned about 
all that any man could possibly 
learn about it, but he was more 
mechanical in some respects than 
Louis. He wasn’t as smooth, he 
wasn't as rhythmic. 


Now, if They Had Met. 


“Tunney and Louis would have 
made a great fight. Louis is a 
harder puncher than Gene, per- 
haps, but I doubt that he is as good 
a boxer.

I don’t want to 
get into an argument that can nev- 
er be settled, but it’s my private 
opinion that Tunney’s style was the 
style to beat Louis, and that isn’t 
taking a thing from Joe. He’s a 
great fighter. He’s like music. 
He’s got rhythm!” 

Here “Bow-tie Jimmy” paused 
to briefly adjust his fragment of 
neckwear. . 

“The haseball world has recent- 
jy named Christy Matheson for its 
hall of fame,” he continued. “Now 
Christy Mathewson was undoubt- 
edly a great pitcher, maybe the 
greatest that ever lived, but I re- 
member Mathewson, and he had 
an awkward, jerky sort of pitch- 
ing motion, and I think that old- 
time baseball fans will agree with 
me that he lacked athletic grace 
out there on the mound. 


Dean and Gehringer Have It. 


“He got the results, which is 
what counts, of course, but in the 
matter of rhythm he didn’t com- 
pare with a pitcher of the present 
day—Dizzy Dean. That Dean’s got 
the rhythm of Joe Louis. He is a 
picture-pitcher. Every move he 
makes is in perfect tune. 

“Charley Gehringer of the De- 
troit Tigers is another athlete that 
has rhythm. He does his work 
gracefully, without seeming effort, 
He’s the Joe Louis of the infielders 
in the matter of rhythm. 


“That French girl who came over 
here years ago to play tennis—Suz- 
anne Lenglén. She had rhythm, 
More than any other tennis player 
I've ever seen. And then there 
was that Finnish runner, Nurmi. He 
personified rhythm. And rhythm, 
I believe, makes any athlete twice 
as good as they would be without it. 


“I don’t say Louis wouldn’t be a 
good fighter even if he was an 
awkward fellow. He has a lot of 
natural assets that would make him 
a good fighter in any event. James 
J, Jeffries was an awkward chap 
in many respects, but he was a 
great fighter, none the less. Tom 
Sharkey was awkward, but good. 


The Visible Proof. 


“Terry McGovern, a great punch- 
er among the little fellows years 
ago, wasn’t especially graceful, but 
I guess anybody in my business 
would like to have a McGovern 
now. Old Fitz was shambling and 
awkward. Berlenbach, a terrific 
puncher, lacked grace. It didn’t 
keep him from being a champion 
of the world.

RUSSIA SOUNDS OUT BRITAIN 
ON SOVIET NAVAL PROPOSAL 


Plan Not Given Out; Equality With 
Germany and Japan Not 
Demanded.

MOSCOW, May 15.—A spokesman 


for the Foreign Office indicated to- 
day that Russia was looking to the 
British Government for an expres- 
sion of opinion concerning the 
Soviets’ naval aspirations.

ONE DROWNED WHEN PLANE 
FALLS INTO PANAMA CANAL 


Paymaster of Navy Vessel Loses 
Life; Two Other Men

Give Ideas on Prevention of War 


“Uphold Treaties,” Says Senator Pope—“Be 
Ready to Fight,” Advises Nicholas Roose- 
velt—Refuse to,” Norman Thomas. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 15.—A Demo- 
crat, a Republican and a Socialsit, 
invited to express their views from 
the same platform last night, pro- 
posed different “roads to peace” 
for the United States. They spoke 
on a radio program under auspices 
of the League for Political Educa- 
tion. 

Senator James P. Pope (Dem.), 
Idaho, urged that an identical five- 
point foreign policy platform be 
adopted by both major parties, The 
planks were: Reassertion of the 
American belief in the sanctity of 
treaties; legislation to take the 
profits out of war; neutrality laws 
to embargo exports of munitions 
and war materials to belligerents; 
adherence to the protocols of the 
World Court, and a foreign policy 
based on continuing effort toward 
effective international co-operation. 

Declaring “the heart of every 
weak nation is in its mouth,” be- 
cause of Mussolini’s success “‘in the 
boldest imperialistic adventure of 
the century,” Pope said “there 
ought to be a ringing declaration 
in the platform of each political 
party for strict observance of treaty 
obligations.” 

“If no dependence can be put in 
treaty obligations,” he said, “war 
and chaos are certain.” 

A Republican’s Program. 

Nicholas Roosevelt, Republican 
and former Minister to Hungary, 
urged the following policies: 

“To abstain from meddling in the 
affairs of other nations; to refrain 
from provocative or insulting words

Pittman) made Jast winter about 
Japan; to mind our own affairs; 
to stand up for our rights when 
these are flagrantly violated, and 
to work with other nations in be- 
half of all methods that can be 
devised to facilitate discussion, ne- 
gotiation and conciliation when 
quarrels arise between nations.” 

“Above all,” he said, “we should 
rid ourselves of our illusions about 
peace and of our ignorance about 
world affairs.” 

Declaring neither Europe nor the 
United States was ready to make 
necessary sacrifices for peace, 
Roosevelt said “Peace, in the final 
analysis, rests on the willingness 
to fight.” 

Socialist Remedy for War. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist, said 
the “immediate program” for peace 
required refusal by individuals to 
fight and organization strikes 
against mobilization. 

As an “immediate national pro- 

gram” he proposed: The maximum 
possible amount of disarmament, 
taking the profit out of war and 
preparation for war, general neu- 
trality from which exception can 
be made only by Congress “or a 
solemn act of the people” and not 
the President; complete abandon- 
ment of “American imperialism” 
and a substitute for the “affront” 
of the Asiatic exclusion laws, and 
active participation in, or initiation 
of, international conferences to allo- 
cate raw materials and lessen in- 
ternational tension, 
. “The world cannot have sure 
peace,” Thomas said, “until it has 
a federation of co-operative com- 
monwealths—a world no longer or- 
ganized under the institutoins of 
capitalism and- absolute national- 
ism,” 

Albert G. Passage, 57 years old, 
industrial consultant of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., was presented as 
the winner of a nation-wide con- 
test in which competitors proposed 
peace planks for the political party 
platforms. Passage proposed a 
“third American declaration of in- 
dependence”—the original declara- 
tion and the Monroe doctrine be- 
ing described as the first two— 
which would aim to keep the 
United States out of war. 


./ ARMY BLIMP DAMAGED 
TWICE BY RIFLE SHOTS 


TC-13, at Sunnyvale, Cal., Fired on 
in Flight, Causing Loss 
of Helium.

SUNNYVALE, Cal., May 15.—De- 

liberate attempts to wreck the army 
blimp TC-13 with rifle shots were 
disclosed today by Maj. Clarence 
B. Lobar, commander of Moffett 
Field, where the airship ig sta- 
tioned. 
Maj. Lobar said the blimp was 
fired on on two occasions, causing 
the loss of helium valued at several 
hundred dollars. Had the bullets 
struck the gasoline tanks, he de- 
clared, the ship would have been 
set afire. 

Both attacks occurred while the 
blimp was flying over the moun- 
tainoys country east of Lick Ob- 
servatory. The blimp was flying 
between 1000 and 2000 feet on Jan. 1 
and on May 4 when the shots 
struck it. 

The first attack occurred when 
the TC-13 was searching the moun- 
tainous region for the plane of 
Lieut. John Helms. The ship was 
turned back and examination dis- 
closed several tiny holes. On May 4 
there were eight bullet holes.

extravaganzas, and realistic, dras- 
tic and immediate reforms.”

“The Pres- 
ident,” he went on, “said that un- 
der the codes child labor went out 
in a flash. It was mostly a flash 
in the pan. The Republican party 
must pledge that it really be done.” 

He said the contributory pension 
part of the Social Security Act 
needed radical revision. “It covers 
only 50 per cent of the people,” he 
said. “This revision must be done 
in justice to the farmers if for no 
other of many reasons. The farm- 
ers are omitted from its benefits, 
yet they will be called upon to pay. 
The Republicans must find a sane 
plane of old age pensions.” 

Hoover also attacked President 
Roosevelt’s recent reference to the 
relationship between manufactur- 
ing costs and purchasing power. 
He quoted Roosevelt in the April 
25 speech as having produced a 
“magic formula” that “reduction 
of costs of nfanufacture does not 
mean more purchasing power and 
more goods consumed. It means 
just the opposite.” 

Analyzes Formula. 

“The President,’ Hoover’ con- 
tinued, “elaborates its benefits and 
implies it is the base of his slogan 
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for 1936. If the word ‘opposite’ 
means anything, then this state- 
ment says that ‘increased costs of 
manufacturing means increased 
~urchasing power and more goods 
consumed.’ 

“Most of the world has been un- 
der an illusion about this up to 
now. We had all thought that the 
way to enable the peoffe to buy 
more was to use every art of tech- 
nology and government to reduce 
costs and therefore prices, provid- 
ed we held up wages and incomes 
to farmers and others. 

“At least we know now why the 
New Deal has imposed all their 
different devices of debts, taxes, re- 
striction of production, juggling 
with currency and a score of other 
methods of artificially forcing up 
costs and prices. The magic for- 
mula may also explain why we 
still have 12,000,000 unemployed.” 

Hoover called for the stoppage 
of “wasteful expenditures,” for bal- 
ancing the budget and a return to 
the gold standard; transfer of re- 
lief administration to state and lo- 
cal non-partisan committees, repeal 
of the law empowering the Presi- 
dent to revalue the dollar, and a 
restoration of the civil service. He 
said the party should strive to re- 
verse the “whole New Deal planned 
scarcity into an economy of 
plenty.” 

How to Diffuse Wealth. 


It should stand for a constantly 
wider diffusion of property, he add- 
ed, and pointed to the income and 
estate taxes as able to create “an 


orderly movement to diffuse swol- 
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len fortunes more effectively than 
all tne quacks.” 

“If we are to preserve democra- 
cy,” he went on, “we must make the 
Government the umpire of busi- 
ness. If the New Dealers would go 
to a few baseball games they would 
learn that the umpire cannot play 
on the team and be an umpire. Bad 


business practices can be ruled off 
the field. But who is to umpire if 
the umpire is to pitch? 


“If the present powers of the 
Federal Government or the states 
are inadequate to protect the peo- 
ple from exploitation or monopoly 
and prevent waste of natural re- 
sources, the Republican party 
should have no hesitation in pro- 
posing constitutional authority to 
secure those powers.”

| An Olive street lot, in the shadow 
'of the Bell telephone skyscraper, 
recently has been cleared of build- 
ings and turned into an automobile 
parking space. A sriking exam- 
ple is thus afforded of the effect 
of shifting values, typical of Amer- 
ican cities, and something which 
never fails to strike the European 
visitor as strange destruction of 
useful property. 

Owners of the two old brick 
buildings at 1008 to 1012 Olive 
street, where a wide hole now ap- 
pears in the downtown business 
front, concluded they would be bet- 
ter off to save the taxes of $221 a 
year on the buildings and rent out 
the ground for the flourishing busi- 
ness of storing some of the automo- 
biles which daily jam the area. They 
will save, too, the cost of insurance, 
and maintenance of the buildings. 

Although still serviceable, these 
buildings dated back to a period 
when dwellings were the rule along 
the outlying sections of Olive, Pine 
and Locust streets—out near the 
present Twelfth boulevard. Old 
residences set back from the side- 
walk were the basis of both build- 
ings, forming the rear part of the 
structures later built up to the 
sidewalk line for business use. The

A Striking Contrast. 

From the north side of Olive 
street one may look through this 
new gap in the south side of Olive 
and see the towering Telephone 
Building on Pine street, mark of 
the boom days of the 1920s. But at 
the foot of the Telephone Building 
one sees the rear of buildings char- 
acteristic of a much earlier period. 
These are buildings of much the 
same type as those destroyed over 
on Olive street. They are remod- 
eled old residences and the original 
sloping roofs tell the story. Addi- 
tions at front and rear have made 
the ground floors useful for busi- 
ness purposes. 

These old Pine street buildings 
are still in use for business pur- 
poses. A restaurant occupies one, 
which is only one story high at the 
front, and a plumbing shop is on 
the ground floor of the other. The 
two upper floors are used for a 
lodging house. These old buildings 
plainly mark one stage of economic 
development, the skyscraper Tele- 
phone Building another, and the 
Olive street parking lot, a _ third, 
which is significant of the present 
time. 

Wrecked to Save Taxes. 

For the same economic reasons 
which dictated the razing of the 
Olive street buildings—lack of sat- 
isfactory return in the face of high- 
er taxes and the reduced rentals of 
the depression period—hundreds of 
other buildings valued at several 
millions of dollars in the aggregate 
have been wrecked fn St. Louis in 
the last two or three years. 

This manifestation of an econom- 
ic trend of the times has extended 
to all types of structures—indus- 
trial, commercial and residential— 
in all parts of the city. And as in 
the instance of downtown ~ Olive 
street, the vacated ground in many 
cases has been put to storage of 
automobiles. 

Growth of Wrecking. 

Since Jan. 1, 1934, approximately 
2500 permits for wrecking build- 
ings have been granted by the 
Building Commissioner. In many 
cases the owners frankly stated the 
purpose was to save the taxes and 
insurance and maintenance cost. 
Several of these wer: on Locust 


street east of Jefferson avenue. 
One of the largest industrial 
buildings to be wrecked was the 
old National brewery at 1811 Gra- 
tiot street, with an assessed valua- 
tion of $70,000. The tax saving to 
the owner is $1939 a year on the ba- 
sis of the present tax rate of $2.77. 
Two buildings of the old Deaconess 
Hospital at Sarah street and West 
Belle place were wrecked to save 


$1100 a year in taxes. Along Fourth 
street in the downtown section a 


number of buildings were wrecked 
and the lots devoted to automobile 
parking. 

Several pretentious residences in 
Vandeventer place, and one in 
Westmoreland place, have been cr 
will be wrecked to save taxes.

SCHUSCHNIGE 
T0 DISSOLVE ALL 
PRIVATE ARMIES 


Austrian Chancellor Says 
Only Militiamen Will Be 
Allowed to Bear Arms As 


Volunteers. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, .May 15.—Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg announced to- 
night that Austria's colorful but 
often quarrelsome private armies 
would be dissolved. 

In a radio address explaining his 
policies, Schuschnigg stated that 
none but militiamen would bear 
arms as volunteers. 

He added that the traditions of 
Prince Ernst von Starhembergs 
Fascist Heimwehr (Home _ guard) 
and many of its members would he 
taken over by the national militia. 

Von Starhemberg was ousted as 
Vice-Chancellor Wednesday by the 
Chancellor. 

Consolidating Power. 

Schuschnigg, acting to consoli- 
date Austrian authority in his own 

hands, sanctioned a semiofficial an- 
nouncement that the new Aus- 
trian militia would be an armed 
force at the disposition of the ex- 
tra-governmental ’’fatherland front,” 
which is Austria’s only organization 
for political expression. 

Schuschnigg’s action came after 
provincial followers of the ousted 
Vice-Chancellor had rallied to the 
latter’s support in his self-declared 
contest for Austrian supremacy. 
The first violence arising from Ahe 
reverse of the Heimwehr occurred 
in Schlierbach, Upper Austria, 
where two Heimwehrmen were 
stoned. 

Von Starhemberg departed by 
train last night for Rome, ostensi- 
bly to attend an international foot- 
ball game. 

On Way to Football Game. 

“In about a week the world will 
hear from the Heimwehr,” the 
Fascist-inclined leader of one of 
Austria’s private armies said. 

“All my life I have been a fighter 
and Austria will soon see I am not 
licked now. The real contest is 
just starting.” 

A spokesman for his Home Guard 
said von Starhemberg would be wel- 
comed on his return by a “recon- 
structed Heimwehr, awaiting his 
orders.” 

Question of Private Armies. 

The secret of Austria’s future 
domestic course, informed sources 
said, rests with the private armies 
and the extent of von Starhem- 
berg’s determination to keep the 
Heimwehr balanced against Schu- 
schnige’s control of the army and 
militias. 

The regular arm: strength has 
been set at 30,000 and the new 
militia is recruiting soon 15,000 
youths—all under the Chancellor 
who recently announced demili- 
tarization of his own army, but took 
complete command in the new Cab- 
inet change. 

Von Starhemberg’s armed strength 
is set at 14,000, with 140,000 reserves 
in his Heimwehr.

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U.S. Uses Austrian War Records 
To Show Sabotage by Germans 


Documents Presented 


in Reopening Claims 


Totaling $50,000,000—Comment on Mu- 
nition Plant Explosions Cited.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Official 
Austrian documents, obtained from 
Austrian war archives by an in- 
vestigator posing as the author of 


a book on international affairs, 
were presented yesterday to the 
German-American Mixed . Claims 
Commission to substantiate charges 
that German agents were responsi- 
ble for wartime sabotage in the 
United States. 

The documents were presented in 
the effort of the United States to 
reopen the Black Tom and Kings- 
land (N. J.) cases which involve 
damage claims totaling $50,000,000. 
American claimants charge that 
when the cases twice previously 
were decided against them Ger- 
many withheld important informa- 
tion and that German witnesses 
had given fraudulent and perjured 
testimony. 

The cases arose out of explosions 
which destroyed the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad’s rail-water terminal at 
Black Tom in July, 1916, and the 
Canadian Car & Foundry Co.’s am- 
munition plant at Kingsland in 
January, 1917. Four lives were 
lost. 

In a brief, William D. Mitchell, 
special American counsel, contend- 


ed: “This material almost of itself 
establishes the responsibility of 
Germany for the destruction of 
Kingsland and, at the same time, 
gives rise to the conviction that 
German sabotage was rife in the 
United States during the neutrality 
period, 

Discovery of the documents also 
indicated, the brief said, that oth- 
er pertinent information in official 
papers have been withheld by the 
German Government. 

One of the papers from the 
Vienna archives was said to give 
information received from German 
Army headquarters during the 
war. A translation, after review- 
ing conditions in other countries, 
reported on the United States as 
follows:. 

“According to the latest news 21 
more ammunition factories have 
been blown up. The explosion in 
Kingsland, N..J., is reputed to have 
caused damages of $17,000,000, 
while that in the du Pont Powder 
factory (at Kearney’s Point) $2.- 
000,000. Still. further ‘surprises’ are 
said to be impending.” 

“There is no escape from the clear 
import of the document,” the brief 
said. “It .is a report of accom- 
plishments of destruction and the 
prophecy of more to come.”

WAR DEBT WIPED OUT, 
FRENCH LEADER SAYS 


Leon Blum, Socialist, Adds His 
Country and U. S. Mis- 
understood Issue.

PARIS, May 15.—Leon Blum, who 
probably will become the -French 
Premier next month, declared to- 
day that France believes the ques- 
tion of its war debt to America 


“is wiped out.” 

“It was a dramatic misunder- 
standing between the two coun- 
tries,” he told 400 persons of the 
American Club, in a speech. 

The American Ambassador, Jesse 
Isador Straus, was seated at Blum’s 
right throughout his talk. 

“Cloud of Misunderstanding.” 

Blum expressed hope that the 
“cloud” of misunderstanding  be- 
tween France and the United States 
over the debt issue might soon be 
lifted. 

He said the United States had not 
sufficiently understood how closely 
the Dawes reparaticns plan and 
the Hoover war debt moratorium 
were linked in the French mind 
with the question of debt payment. 

On the other hand, the Socialist 
leader added, Freneh opinion had 
failed to grasp the reasons for 
American moral condemnation of 
the debt default. 

He promised France would “labor 
with all our heart to strengthen the 
bonds of friendship which exist be- 
tween our two republics.” 

Gave “False Semblance.” 

Blum maintained that the French 
war debt default gave only a “false 
semblance of ingratitude” on the 
part of his country for the serv- 
ices rendered by the United States 
in the war. 

He added: “With all my strength 
I hope this misunderstanding will 
‘soon be overcome.” 

Perhaps one way to achieve this 
goal, he suggested, was “by a com- 
mon effort” to attain new economic 
unity in Europe, with the abolition 
of tariff barriers and an end to the 
“spirit of autarchy.” 

He heavily indorsed the recent 
appeals for world economic co- 
operation by the United States 
Secretary of State, Cordell Hull. 

Blum said the new Socialist Gov- 
ernment of France would “seek to 
live in peace with the rest. of the

Missouri vs. Nebraska. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I NOTICE in your issue of May 7 an ar- 
ticle pertaining to Nebraska’s tax sit- 
uation, in which the esteemed Governor 
thereof refers to his home State as a “‘tax- 
payer's paradise.” 

Further data was given that Nebraska, 
with a population of 1,377,963, has a $37,- 
495,000 budget; whereas Missouri, with a 
$31,000,000 budget, has a 3,629,367 popu- 
lation. 

It may be seen by dividing the budget 
by the population that the per capita 
operating expense of Nebraska is $2.72, 
while in Missouri it is 85 cents. Not a 
bad comparison for Missouri. 

Also, it was given out that Nebraska's 
property tax rate was $2.15 per $1000 
valuation. May I add to this that Mis- 
souril’s property tax rate is 15 cents per 
$100 valuation, or $1.50 per $1000 valua- 
tion, a difference of 65 cents? It is 
reasonable to suppose and can be mathe- 
matically estimated that had Missouri, 
over its period of years, levied a tax 
equal to Nebraska's present rate, our cof- 
fers would now have a large percentage 
of the world’s gold. 

Unfortunately, this added levy falls 
upon the real estate owner, and the writ- 
er is wondering for what taxpayer Ne- 
braska is a paradise. Certainly not the 
small home owner. 

Missouri was good enough for Paul and 
Silas and it’s good enough for me.

SETBACK FOR INFLATIONISTS. 

A stunning biow to the inflationist bloc in Con- 
gress and, incidentally, to Father Coughlin’s National 
Union for Social Justice, was administered when the 
House of Representatives, by the unexpected vote of 
235 to 142, defeated the Frazier-Lemke farm mort- 
gage refinancing bill. 

The bill proposed to empower the Government to 
refinance farm mortgages at a rate of 1% per cent. 
interest, plus 1% per cent for repayment of princi- 
pal, the indebtedness to be liquidated in 47 years. 
These terms were generous enough, but the Dill 
soared to prodigality .by providing the basis of val- 
nation to be 100 per cent of the “fair value” of farms 
and 75 per cent of the value of insurable buil 
and improvements. 

The money was to come from bonds, bearing an 
interest rate of 1% per cent, issued by the Farm 
Credit Administration, through the Land Bank Com- 
missioner and the Federal Land Banks. An case the 
bonds could not be sold—and here was the bill’s in-' 
flationary aspect—provision was made for their pur- 
chase by the Federal Reserve Board by issuing Fed- 
eral Reserve notes against them up to three billion 
doliars. Against the contention that these notes 
would be printing-press currency, the Frazier-Lemke- 
ites maintained they would have the backing of the 
farm mortgages. 

An eleventh-hour revision of the bill providing 
that the proposed new issue should have the same 
backing as present Federal Reserve notes failed to 
stem the tide against the bill. 

It was highly doubtful, even if the bill had passed 
the House, that it could have run the gantlet of the 
Senate and the President. The House has been dis- 
tinctly more inflationary than the Senate or the ex- 
ecutive, as evidenced by several favorable votes in re- 
cent years on inflationary measures. But now, it ap- 
pears, the inflationists have lost considerable ground 
in what they believed to be their stronghold. 

It is a healthful thing for the country that pro- 
posals to use the printing press as a cure-all for the 
depression are losing adherents. 
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FAST WORK. 

Americans have long gazed with admiration and 
envy on the speedy workings of British justice. By 
comparison with the brief period that customarily 
elapses in England between arrest of the criminal 
and carrying out of the sentence, this country’s proc- 
esses are of snail-like slowness. 
Now, however, an exhibition of swift action has 
been given in this country. Thomas H. Robinson 
Jr.,-sought for kidnaping Mrs. Berry V. Stoll at 
Louisville, was captured by Federal agents at Glen- 
dale, Cal., Monday night. Transported by plane, he 
arrived in Louisville Tuesday. He pleaded guilty 
Wednesday and was sentenced to a life term. Yes- 
terday morning, he arrived at the Federal prison in 
Atlanta to begin serving his sentence. 
Almost as speedy was the course of events for 
Harry Campbell, gangster, another of the G-men’s 
recent captures. Wanted for the kidnaping of Ed- 
ward G. Bremer, St. Paul brewer, he was arrested at 
Toledo last Thursday and taken to St. Paul by plane 
the same day. Tuesday of this week, he pleaded 
guilty and was also sentenced to life imprisonment. 

These instances show how the law’s delays can be 
reduced in. American courts, but, of course, the action 
in each case was expedited by the fact that the pris- 
oner pleaded guilty. Perhaps some day the cum- 
bersome machinery that now prolongs criminal cases 
for months and even years will be modernized so that 
our courts will approach the British record of expe- 
diting justice even when a case is contested. 
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CHANGE IN AUSTRIA’S DICTATORSHIP. 

By action of the senior but weaker partner, the 
firm of Schuschnigg & Starhemberg, dictators of Aus- 
tria, has been dissolved, and the first-named becomes 
head of the company. This is a major development 
in the European crisis industry, and its most im- 
portant aspect is in the matter of holding compa- 
nies. Will the new governing establishment remain 
under the control of its parent company, the Musso- 
lini Corporation? Or will there be a merger with 
another enterprising firm, Hitler, Inc.? 

Early indications are that Italy’s domination over 
the Austrian Government will continue, whether 
Starhemberg forces his way back to power or 
Schuschnigg holds the reins. One of.the first actions 
by the new chief was to send a telegram assuring 
Italy of continued friendship. Starhemberg, mean- 
while, prepared to go to Rome, whence he has long 
drawn moral and financial support for his private 
army, the Heimwehr. Schuschnigg, however, is re- 
ported to view Germany more favorably than does his 
ex-partner, who has no use for Hitler. There is in 
Austria a powerful Nazi party working for union 
with Germany, which would benefit by any struggle 
for power that may now result. 

The change in governmental set-up hence is not 
merely of domestic concern, but is potentially of great- 
er significance to the other Powers. Austria has 
long been a pawn of international diplomacy, 
financed from abroad, subject to foreign pressure at 
every moment. It is thus a perpetual danger point 
for European peace. The ouster of Starhemberg was 
peacefully accomplished, fortunately, but there re- 
main elements of peril. Schuschnigg’s Government 
has only minority support, as had the joint dicta- 
torship and its predecessor, the Dollfuss Government. 
With uncertainty prevailing both within Austria and 
outside, the developments of the partnership's disso- 
lution will bear watching. 
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SOME PROPHECIES BY POE. 

The record-breaking performance of the German 
dirigible Hindenburg on its maiden flight across the 
North Atlantic and return is a realization of Edgar 
Allan Poe's prediction of such ocean transport, 
made in a tale published in Godey’s Lady’s Book 87 
years ago. Poe's story was fittingly called “Mellonta 
Tauta,” a quotation from Sophocles meaning “These 
things are of the future.” 

In a prophetic vein resembling that adopted in 
our own day by H. G. Wells, Poe foresaw scheduled 
ocean dirigible service firmly established in the year 
2848. He wrote of balloons traveling at 100 to 150 
miles per hour, while the passengers, 100 to 400 in 
number, admired the view and sunned themselves on 
the luxurious decks. Poe's balloon was not the elab- 
orate airship of today, but rather an enlarged type of 
the primitive gas bags known in his time. 

The tale is a device for reflection on moral and po- 
litical philosophy, and here again Poe indulged in 


“I rejoice that we live in an age so enlightened that 
no such thing as an individual is supposed to exist. 
It is the mass for which the true humanity cares.” 
And on a later page, discussing theories of govern- 
ment, the narrator says: “Democracy is a very ad- 
mirable form of government—for dogs.” 

Such are the tenets of Fascism, under whose sym- 
bol the Hindenburg fulfills Poe’s prophecies. 
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= RECALLING THE GOOD OLD DAYS. 

As the Federal deficit for the present fiscal year 
zooms toward the rarefied heights of six billion dol- 
laps and a new all-time record, it is hard to realize 
hat there were days when the paramount problem 
of Secretaries of the Treasury was what to do with 
the mounting surpluses. 

"Way back in the ’30s of the last century, Uncle 
Sam was so busy taking in money at the box office 
that he hardly had time to dispose of it. That was 
when the Government was selling Western lands 
that had been ceded by Eastern states. Between 1310 
and 1830, annual proceeds from such sales ranged 
between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000. After that, they 


preceding year, the entire public debt had been paid 
off by purchasing Federal] securities in the open 
market at a premium, and still the money rolled in. 
One embattled Secretary thought the Government 
should devote its excess funds to a “temporary in- 
vestment in some stocks sound and salable.” 

Finally, it was decided to distribute surplus rev- 
enues among the states, the amount available for 
distribution Jan. 1, 1837, being $37,000,000. More 
than $28,000,000 was paid out in three installments, 
but by May of 1837, the land boom collapsed and 
the country found itself in a depression. The fourth 
installment was never paid. Virginia in 1883 un- 
successfully sued for its share in the Supreme Court. 

Another series of surpluses occurred in the ‘80s, 
which were used to retire Civil War debts. All 
bonds redeemable at par had been retired by 1887, 
and $45,000,000 was spent thereafter to purchase at 
a premium bonds not yet callable. In 1882, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Folger wrote: “What now per- 
plexes the Secretary is not wherefrom he may get 
revenue and enough for the pressing needs of the 
Government, but whereby he shall turn back into 
the flow of business the more than enough for those 
needs that has been drawn from the people.” The 
following year Congress abolished taxes on matches, 
patent medicines, perfumery, bank checks, etc., but it 
didn’t do much good, as another large surplus was 
sitting at the ddor by 1886. 

At this juncture, the G. A. R. had the idea of re- 
lieving the Government of its embarrassment by suc- 
cessfully demanding more and bigger pensions, and 
it was not long before the Government was: back in 
the red. By 1893, there was a deficit of $61,000,000. 

From 1920 to 1930, there was an unbroken chain 
of Government surpluses, ranging in.amount from 
$86,723,000 in 1921 to $635,809,000 in 1927—and after 
them the big headache. 

Anyway, it is fun to remember that there have 
been times when the budget was unbalanced on the 
black side. 
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"36 AND ’26. 

In the Pennsylvania canvass, in which he opposed 
President Roosevelt, Col. Henry Breckinridge spent 
$1500. True, he was badly beaten, but the fact that 
he got any votes at all, that his name even appeared 
on the ballot, paints a poignant contrast between 
"36 and ’26. 

Ten years ago, in 1926, Pennsylvania staggered the 
country’s imagination with “the golden primary.” The 
“watchers,” as they were called, employed in some 
nominal capacity at the polls, waded knee-deep in 
cash, and their name was legion. Millions were ex- 
pended in the contest for the senatorial nomination 
between the late William S. Vare and George Whar- 
ton Pepper, and it may be recalled that Andrew W. 
Mellon, explaining his sizable contribution, declared, 
“It was like giving money to the church.” 

It’s a different world. 
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ROWDYIZING BASEBALL. 

It happened in Brooklyn. Members of the home 
team and the visiting Cardinals, after the game the 
other day, got into a row. Reports are confusing. 
It seems that Durocher of the Cardinals and the 
Brooklyn manager, Casey Stengel, were the princi- 
pals, with Manager Frisch of the Cardinals and all 
the Brooklyn players engaging in the melee. 

The affair has received the official blessing of the 
president of the National League, Ford Frick. Mr. 
Frick has intimated that baseball was being strangled 
in the coils of gentility. Before the season opened, 
he issued an order banning the fraternizing of oppos- 
ing teams under penalty of fines.. He bespoke the 
rougher manners of an earlier day. The Brooklyn 
fracas is the answer. 

It was the late Ban Johnson, founder of the Amer- 
ican League, who purged baseball of the rowdiness 
that kept it a minor sport, economically, and base- 
ball players as a lawless fringe Slowly the game 
won popular esteem and patronage, grew into an im- 
portant business, from the investment standpoint, 
and a profession which recruited its ranks from the 
colleges. 

Ban Johnson made baseball respectable. 

If Ford Frick succeeds in rowdyizing it again, he 
will destroy it as a business and as a profession. 
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THE “Y” ABROAD. 

The part which the Y. M. C. A. plays as a character- 
building institution in the United States is well 
known to Americans. Through its many recreational 
and educational facilities, the “Y” has rightly won a 
place among the forces for good in the modern city. 
What is not so well known is the fact that the Y. M. 
C. A. carries on this same work around the globe. 
One of its major sections is its International Com- 
mittee, which has charge of operations in fereign 
countries. A list of the lands in which the “Y” is 
at work would read like the index to an atlas. No 
fewer than 54 countries are embraced in its world- 
service program. Respect for other creeds and na- 
tionalities, clean sportsmanship, wise use of environ- 
ment—such are the things which are emphasized by 
the “Y” in its contacts with the boys and young men 
of India and South Africa, Turkey and France, Egypt 
and China, Estonia and Brazil. As a new bulletin of 
the International Committee well says, boys wil] not 
only be boys, they “will be men.” Whatever the fu- 
ture holds for the world, it will be the better because

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THE WATCH ON THE RHINE. 
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TODAY AND TOMORROW

Topsy-Turvydom 


PEAKING of the compromises of states- 

men, John Maynard Keynes once remarked 

that maybe “this is the best of which a 
democracy is capable—to be jockeyed, hum- 
bugged, cajoled along the right road.” The 
remark may well be applied to the series 
of treaties which Secretary Hull is negotiat- 
ing so painstakingly and so painfully. These 
treaties remove, one barb at time, one wire 
at a time, the barbed-wire entanglements 
erected on the theory that the importation 
of foreign goods is like the invasion of a 
foreign army. 

Mr. Hull has made some progress in open- 
ing up the highways to commerce. But for 
every move he makes, he has to give not the 
best reason but a poor reason; in fact, he 
has to stand on his head and pretend that 
in obtaining advantagts for the American 
people as a whole, he is reluctantly mak- 
ing sacrifices. 

Thus, in the analysis of the new French 
treaty, the State Department speaks of the 
“concessions made to France.” And what 
are these “concessions”? They consist in 
permitting Americans to buy more cheaply 
perfumes, vanilla beans, Roquefort cheese, 
brandy, champagne, wine, vermouth, broad- 
silk, lace and cigarette paper. We are con- 
senting to let ourselves pay less for these 
excellent French products. 

Let no one think, however, that the 
French people are not making a similarly 
great sacrifice. They are making the con- 
cession of permitting themselves to buy at 
less cost more American fresh fruit, more 
American canned vegetables, more tobacco, 
automobiles, radios, typewriters, tractors.

On the other hand, both nations have ob- 
tained great advantages to compensate for 
these painful sacrifices. The French wine 
industry, perfume makers, lace manufactur- 
ers and a few others have obtained the priv- 
ilege of providing Americans with the lux- 
uries, and by the same token, we have the 


privilege of doing a lot of work with which , 


to provide Frenchmen with a better break- 
fast and better cars in which to ride. 

This is the way the matter has to be pre- 
sented to the public because, according to 
the topsy-turvy economics of the modern 
world, it is a sacrifice to receive wealth and 
it is an advantage to present wealth to 
others. The sight of a cargo produced by 
the labor and capital of the American peo- 
ple leaving these shores to be enjoyed by 
foreigners is regarded as inspiring, whereas 
the arrival of a cargo made by foreigners 
and enjoyed by ourselves is looked upon as 
depressing. 

Thus, international trade has the distine- 
tion of being one of the few realms of busi- 
ness where almost everyone believes that it 
is more blessed to give than to receive. 

Since it is not generally true that men 
grow richer by giving away their wealth, 
the presumption is that it is not true of na- 
tions. Yet it is believed to be true. The 
people love to export their wealth. They hate 
to import wealth. There must be some mis- 
understanding, for if this were not a popular 
illusion, we ought to make ourselves pros- 
perous by refusing all imports and then do- 
ing our best to persuade the inhabitants of 
the globe to take away as much of our 
wealth as they can transport. | 

The illusion is a simple one. The popular 
idea is that if Americans buy more French 
lace because it is cheaper and suits their 
tastes better, some American lace makers 


will lose their jobs. But just what happens 
when an American woman buys some 
French lace in an American store? She pays, 
let us say, $2 for it. The store, let us say, 
after taking out its profit and overhead, 
pays the French manufacturer $1.50. What 
does the Frenchman do with that $1.50? 
What can he do with it? One thing is ab- 
solutely certain, and this is the essence of 
the matter, neither he nor anyone else can 
spend it anywhere but in the United States. 

He can take that American money. to 
Paris. He can change it there into French 
francs, but the man who gives him French 
money for his American money can spend 
his American money in the United States, 
and nowhere else. There is no escape from 
this. Every cent of the money paid to a 
foreigner for foreign goods has to be spent 
ultimately in America because nowhere else 
will that money buy anything. 

Therefore, when an American woman buys 
French lace in an American store, the mon- 
ey she spends, every cent of it, unless it is 
lost or buried in a hole in the ground, must 
be used to buy American goods. 

~ . . 


What, then, is the advantage of letting her 
buy the lace for $2 rather than of making 
her pay $3? The advantage to her is that 
she has the lace and still has another dollar 
to spend. She is obviously better off. So 
far as American industry goes, the $3 are 
still spent to buy its products. So there will 
be at least as much work to do. Who, then, 
is worse off? ° 

The lace maker is worse off if he cannot 
make as good lace as the Frenchman and 
sell it as cheaply. But other American man- 
ufacturers are better off because the French- 
man’s dollars will be spent on American 
products, and the woman’s extra dollar will 
also be spent on some American product 
that can be produced more cheaply than in 
France, 

The whole confusion arises from the fact 
that people think the dollars paid to French- 
men go to France and employ Frenchmen. 
They do not. They cannot. They have to be 
spent here employing Americans, If anyone 
doubts it, let him try to pay his rent or buy 
a theater ticket or a meal in New York with 
French francs, It cannot be done. 

Well, nothing can be bought in France 
with American dollars. The francs earned 
by American exporters to France have to 
be spent in France. The dollars earned by 
French importers to America have to be 
spent in America. For that reason, permit- 
ting Americans to buy French goods more 
cheaply is no sacrifice and no concession. 
It is an advantage to the American shopper 
and to American industry as a whole. 

Does this mean that absolute free trade 
is desirable? It does not. There are cer- 
tain necessary industries, necessary to the 
national] defense in the broadest sense, which 
need to be protected even if the country is 
the poorer for protecting them. There is 
also the important exception of goods sold 
abroad at cutthroat prices for the purpose of 
destroying a native industry and then of 
monopolizing the market afterward. Such 
imports should not be considered as exam- 
ples of free trade, but as examples of unfair 
competition meant to restrain trade.

While indicating the Leftist Gov- 
ernment would refrain from enmity 
toward the German Nazis and Ital- 
ian Fascists, Blum added: 

“It is perfectly natural that 
France, like any other nation, will 
lean more toward countries whose 
ideals on the subject of internal and 
international peace are akin to her 
own. 

Blum also: expressed his “great 
joy” over the'new French-American 
trade pact. 

It was reported that Edouard 
Herriot, Radical-Socialist leader, 
was being considered as Blum’s 
choice for the foreign ministry.

DR. ‘VAN LEE HOLT ASSERTS 
MORALE IS MAJOR PROBLEM 


Cites Rise in Suicide Rate in Red 
Cross Convention Address 
in Chicago. ° 

CHICAGO, May 15.—The major 
task of the Red Cross is the re- 
building of human morale, Dr. Ivan 
Lee Holt, St. Louis pastor, told the 
closing session of the annual con- 
vention yesterday. 

Pointing to the fact that the sui- 
cide rate in the United States has 
nearly doubled since 1918, Dr. Holt, 
who is president of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ, said 
it was an evidence of man’s baffle- 
ment in the face of present day 
perplexities. 

“But depression is not primarily 
the cause,” he said. He quoted a 
recent analysis “which blamed an 
increasing emphasis on individual- 
ism” for a breakdown in morale 
and declared it was the “spiritual 
mission of the Red Cross” to en- 
courage discouraged humans as 
well as aid them in time of dis- 
asters. 

Before adjourning, the conven- 
tion recommended that the organ- 
ization continue its “traditional 
method” of direct membership ap- 
peal and requested that community 
chests and councils refrain from 
campaigns during the roll call 
period—from Armistice day to 
Thanksgiving.

pearl has been the life study of 
Mikimoto of Japan. For 40 
years now he has been cultivating 
pearls for milady’s adornment. His 
general manager and son-in-law, K. 
Ikeda, was in St. Louis the other 
day on his way east across the con- 
tinent, and told us about the curi- 
ous industry. 

With gestures to clarify his not- 
too-intelligible English, he explained 
that an oyster cannot be expected 
to turn out a pearl until it is at 
least three years old. It will do it 
naturally only if some foreign mat- 
ter accidentally gets under its skin. 
Then as a form of protection it be- 
gins to secrete nacre, which coats 
the irritant and makes a pear! out 
of it in time. Mikimoto conceived 
the idea of deliberately irritating 
the oyster into pearl-making. First 
of all, the oysters are brought up 
from the sea bottom, by women 
divers, scantily clad in winter, and 
completely nude in the warm 
months, Then by a delicate surg- 
ical operation the shells are partial- 
ly opened and the foreign nucleus, 
a piece of mother-of-pearl, is insert-

Perhaps you have been wondering 
what makes the difference in the 
size of the beads in your strand of 
graduated pearls—if they are cul- 
tivated ones. The age of the pearl 
has nothing to do with it. It is 
the size of the irritant which deter- 
mines that, because there are just 
as many layers of nacre around a 
tiny pearl as around the very 
larges in the center of the neck- 
lace. When asked if the culture of 
pearls would not tend to lessen 
their value, Ikeda answered, “Yes, 
undoubtedly, just as if we mined 
more diamonds, they would become 
less precious,” But the process is 
so slow and the secret of culture 
so closely guarded by Mikimoto and 


the few companies which have 
bought rights from him that the 
day when the ladies cannot be vain 
about their real pearl necklace is 
in the far distant future. 

Ikeda, quoting Mikimoto, express- 
ed satisfaction that they were able 
to provide “the women of the mid- 
dle class” with the ocean gems 
which heretofore have been within 
reach of only the very wealthy. 
Ikeda is also proud of a compli- 
ment paid Mikimoto and his work- 
ers by the late Thomas A. Edison, 
when Ikeda visited him in his West 
Orange laboratory several years 
ago. Edison sent congratulations to 
the Japanese experts for their suc- 
cessful application of science to na- 
ture, on their manipulation of na- 
ture to produce pearls, instead of 
depending on science for their man- 
ufacture, which would be only im- 
itation. Nothing will induce Miki- 
moto to make pearl beads syntheti- 
cally, even for commercial purposes.

ial. The former King of Siam is 
one of Mikimoto’s best customers 
and the story goes that when the 
ruling potentate of Jehol was in 
Tokio he managed to elude his po- 
lice escort in order to go shopping 
by himself for Mikimoto pearls. 
In reply to a question about vis- 
iting the pearl culture’ station, 
Ikeda made a gesture which we 
took to mean, “No,” “Just because 
too many would come,” he said. 
“We would never get any work 
done. We used to welcome them 
at Toba, but now we have had to 
set up a model station on Pear] Is- 
land, where enough goes on for vis- 
itors to see how it is done. But Mr. 
Mikimoto (he is spoken of with 
something akin to reverence by 
Ikeda) wants people to know about 
pearl culture. Your Mr. Johns vis- 
ited the farm when he was in Ja- 
Pan several years ago as a member 
of the editorial mission, invited by 
the Japanese Government.” 


Mikimoto entertained the visitors 
at his villa near Toba and made 
them presents of jewels. One day 
at luncheon they were served a 
dozen oysters each, with the per- 
mission to keep all the pearls they 
could find in them. The average 
was pretty high.

NEW YORK, May 14. 


June brides will march to flower- 
decked altars in a variety of wed- 
ding gowns ranging from dramatic 
to demure. Weddings in cathedrals, 
small churches and gardens are all 
provided for by the gowns which 
have been created for hundreds 
of American brides. 

For some of their most striking 
creations, designers go back to the 
“saintly sixties” and Godey’s “Lady 
Book.” Grandmother’s house dress 
with its close-fitting seamed bodice 
and gored skirt buttoning straight 
down the front inspired one bridal 
gown of shimmering pearl white 
satin designed by Leonora Ormsby. 

Another of white chiffon has the 
high Quaker collar and muttonleg 
sleeves of the “gay nineties” and a 
third of ivory taffeta is finished 
with a demure pilgrim collar and 
full sweeping train. 

Dramatic bridal gowns also ap- 
pear in spring’s wedding pageant. 
There are white nets whose skirts 
and trains are splashed with calla 
lilies and leaves. 

Trains generally are shorter than 
last year and most are embodied in 
the skirt itself, which is designed 
with narrow gores so that it spreads 
out like a great petal.
